“Captain,” said the interrogator, “I 
want you to tell the readers of the 
News afew things concerning life the 
soldier leads, Everybody knows he 
lives, moves, hus a being, and will kill 
Spaniards, but the readers want to 
know something of that inner life that 
munuy think about and yet hear so lit 
tle of and, commencing then, at the 
tirst tootof the bugle in) the morning, 
what is the routine of camp life?” 

*Woell, at 545 o'clock in the morning 
we have the first bugle call, which is 
the first call for getting up, and at 5:55 
t cond eall, whieh is desiguated as 
the reveille Phis seeond eall orders 
every soldier up and at 6 o'clock the 
bawle call is again sounded, at which 
time the soldiers fall into line and the 
roll is called At G:15 there is another 
eall, whieh is named the breakfast call, 
at which time the boys eat their break 
fust 

“At 7:15 the bugle sounds the sick 
call, at which time all those who are 
sick report at the hospital and are ex 
amined by the surgeon, and if unfit for 
duty, are kept at the hospital for treat 
ment 

“At 7:30 there is fatigue call, at 
which time those who have been pre 
viously assigned to any special duties, 
suchas cleaning op camp, ete. go on 
duty of such nature, whatever it} may 
be 

“At So'clock we have what is called 
guard mounting, which means that the 
men who were selected the previous 
day for guard duty take the places of 
those then on guard, 

“At iis0we have what is called re 
call from fatigue, which indicates the 
end of the forenoon’s work of the men 
who went to work in the morning, and 
at 11:45 the First Sergeant's or Orderly 
call is sounded, at whieh time the ser 
geant goes to the sergeant major’s of 
fice at headquarters for the company 
morning report and for further orders 
of the day, which may be either in 
writing or oral. 

“At 12 there is a dinner call sounded 
by the bugler. 

“At 1 o'clock a fatigue call is sounded 
at which time the men called in by the 
11:30 call go to work again, 

“The next call oeeurs at 5 o'clock, 
which is a recall from fatigue duty, and 
at 5230) the supper call. 

“The next is drill call, at 6:20, at 
which time the boys are drilled by some 
of the company’s officers until 7 o'clock 
at which time we have what is called a 
retreat roll call, 

“At 9:30 the tatoo is sounded, which 
with us here only marks the time, but 
in a regular post would indicate that 
all lights must be extinguished not 
less than fifteen minutes later. 

“We have a sentry on duty who is re- 
lieved every two hours. The men take 
turns in this guard duty aceording to 
the order in which their names appear 
on the roll. 

“In regular garrison duty there is a 
call also sounded at 11 o’clock p. m. 
which is termed ‘taps’ and means that 
all lights must be put out, and all men 
not specially excused must be in the 
barracks.” 

We think this statement of Capt. 
Eldridge makes very plain the life and 














duties of the soldier incamp life. Capt, 
Eldridge has been in the serviee for 
over 20 yeurs. Ile is not a West Point 
er, and was made a captain last Sep 
tember.

Special to t} Vancouver, B. C., 
Times, June 21, William Abbott, 
a passenger on the Partar, hus a start 
ling story to tell, which is caleulated 
tomake more men brave the dangers 
of the terrilde northern trails. He says: 

“Myself and nine other Klondikers 
from Michigan bh: struck pay dirt up 
at the new diggings averaging 337 to 
the pan. [| went as far as Kioudike two 
years ayo, but was too lute to make 
any big stake. J was retarving home 
and got as far as Skagwaay when IT met 
the nine gold hunters taentioned com 
ing into the country. L joined them 
and we penetrated the country via the 
Skaguay trail as fur as Pelly River, 
prospecting along the Pelly and Hoot 
alingua, For two months we had no 
success, and were returning in disgust 
when we sighted a likely-looking gulch 
on the Hootalingua Bofore we were 
down two feet we washed the frozen 
dirt, which went from 21 to & to the 
pan, We knew then we had struck it 
rich, and pitehed our tents and went to 
work in earnest. The richness of the 
pans increased in valae until hardpan 
was reached, when they averaged 337 to 
the pan. They are summer diggings. 
In the short season | worked I cleaned 
up $15,000, but most of my nine part 
ners cleaned up more than this and are 
still at it. The aggregate amount clean- 
ed up will amount to about $200,000, 
The locality, of course, | can only speak 
of generally, as between fifty and one 
hundred miles north of Lake Teslin,
